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PUT SOME OUT OF BUSINESS

If Railroad Puts Rates Into Effect it
Will Close up Some of the Mills and
Campa and Will Take $5,000,000 Out
of the Lumber Interests’ Pockets

PORTLAND, Augnst 3.--At the meet-
ing of the Oregon Lumbermen's Anso:
ciation held here today it was deters
mined to fight the proposed, increased
milroad freight rates on lumber to Mis
sissippi Valley points, A fund will be
mised by aswensing mills 810 dor each
1000 Teet of w run of ten hours. Presi
dent Phillp Buehner of the Oregon and
Washington Lumber Manufacturers’ A=-
sockation sald that the proposed rate
wonld inerease the cost of delivery at
Denver 83 a thousand and 86 a thon-
samd at Chicago.

Figuring an average increase jn freight
mtes of 2 a thousand it was shown
that an enforcement by the railroads of
the proposed new vates would in the
course of a year exact an additional toll
of 85,000,000 on lumber shipments from
the Pacitie Northwest,

Here in Porthind they are somewhat
better off than the up-state lumber
men,  About onethind of the product
of the loenl mills is usal here in Port
land or shipped by steamer down the
coust or to the ovient. Bug by curtail-
ing our output two:-thirds, it means n
great loss to Portland. All the miils
could not afford to operals dor this
trade, and if they Jdid attempt to run,
it would be with great reduced crews.

By the closing of scores of interior
mills and the reducing of the output of
the great Portland plants, workmen and
merchants thronghout the entire state
would suffer. Few logs would be needed,
s0 many timber camps would shut down;
this wonld also mean that less steam-
boats would be necded for towing,

There are abont 250 members of the
Orvegon Lumber Muanw/acturers' Associn-
tion, and Secretary A. B. Waspell has
invited all of them to be present at to-
day’s meeting, which will be bheld in the
Chamber of Commerce this afternoon, It
ls expected the meeting will be largely
attended, as the question to be discussed
in w matter of busingss life and death
with the lumber manufacturers,

CHICAGO, August 3.—Judge Kena-
saw M. Landis today in the United
States district court flned the Standard
Uil Company of Indiana $29240000 for
the violations of the law against ac-
cepting rebates from the railroads. The
line is the largest ever assessed ngainst
any individual or corporation in the his-
tory of Amerian jurisprodence. The
vase will be earried to the higher courts
by the defendant company, The penalty
imposed is-the maximum permitted un-
der the law and it was announced at
the enid in a long opinion in which the
methods and practiess of the Standsrd
Oil were mercilessly scored.

drawn.

Under seven indictments still pending
against the Standard Oil Company an
additional fine amounting to $88,440,000
may be levied aguinst the company if it
is found guilty on trinl. There are in
these seven indictments a total of 4422
counis and the maximum fine on each
count is $20,000.

ZION CITY SELLS LACE FACTORY.

But in Sale Contract Stipulates Against
Profane Language and Liquor.

CHICAGO, Auvgust 3.—Announcement
was mmde yesterday in Zion City that
arrangements were practically complet-
ed for the sale of the lace factory to a
well known lxal drygoods firm for ap-
proximately §205,000. It was said that
the papers would be signed before Judge
Landis, of the United States Comt on
Monday.

It is declared that the purchaser will
make arrangements at once to improve
und extend the plant at a cost of $1,-
000,000 and operate it day and night to
its full capacity.

The sale carries with it the lease re-
strictions or prohibiting liquor or to-
bacco on the premises or the use of
profane lauguage by the employes. It
had been supposed that the sale might
be hampered by these restrictions unless
they wonkl be removed,

Receiver Hatley, it is said, will apply
the necessary portion of the proceeds of
the sale to remove the underlying mort-
giges in Zion City, aggregating $145,000,
